THE DAWN OF CANADIAN INDEPENDENCE, 


There is a .stubborn conflict between thn Liberals and Conservatives in 


Canada over the proposed navy. 
Canada has undertaken to relieve the 


imperial government of the responsibility of 
garrisoning 
the 
important 


fortifications: and providing naval vessels for coast defense. 


Sir Wilfred Laurier. the premier, wants the five cruisers and six tor 


pedo boat destroyers which it is proposed to build to be built in Canadian 
yards and manned by Canadian sailors. 
That would be a great step in 


advance for Canada. But the Tories want the expenditure to be given 
a conlnhulion to the imperial navy for the purchase of Dreadnaughls. 


The ministerial policy is most popular with the people. If they are to 


be taxed for the expense they want the vessels to be held in possession of 
the Canadian government nnd to be permanently under government control. 


The Tory sentiment represents what England would prefer and some of 


the members of parliament who voice this sentiment go so far as to say 


Kiiit Sir Wilfred Lanrier and his followers, in advocating the establish- 


ment, of a Canadian navy, are showing disloyalty to the home government. 


There is no telling what the future will develop, but the loyalty of Sir 


Wilfred Laurier. if judged by his past action, cannot be questioned.' In his 
present course he is pursuing the only wise and 
sensible .policy. He is 


standing for the interests of Canada. 
The opposition is now and always 


has been ready to sacrifice the interests of Canada to those of Great 
Britain. 


The British authorities look with a degree of misgiving upon this new 


departure, in Canada, knowing, of course, that a colony with a navy of its 
own is more likely lo develop a spirit of independence than one'that is 
without a navy and without any military armaments. 'Canada with a fleet 
of her own would no doubt in lime come to the conclusion that her destiny 
lay in complete independence ml her than in being forever the colonial ward 
of any European power.

Well Known Financier Passed 


Away in New Orleans 


NEW OHLEANS, Feb. 12.—Lewis 


Tewksbury, the skyrocket financier 
New York, died yesterday afternoon at 
the Charity hospital, where he had been 
confined two weeks with an attack of 
acute Bright's disease. Except in brief 
periods of consciousness Mr. Tewksbury 
never came out of the attack of coma 
produced by a fall from a bootblnck 
stand two weeks ago. His nose, was

He joined the Consolidated stock and 
the Petroleum exchange and in a com- 
paratively short time 
fortune.

But Halley's comet paid us a visit before and there was'no collision 


with the earth and no sign of any deadly gas mingling with our atmosphere 
or likely to terminate the existence of the human race. Nor is it likely that 
any different result will follow this visit.

astronomical alarmists would come In the conclusion that these heavenly 
bodies move in their fixed orbits, whizzing through space at unimaginable 
speed, approaching, receding and yet not colliding so that even these false 
prophets will be disappointed if they expect to see

Of fiercest opposition in mid-sky, 
Their jarring spheres confound." 


The comet which recently appeared in the western sky near sunset and 


known as "comet A 1910" was said to have a forked tail in 
which 
the 


astronomers saw some indication of the breaking up of the comet. 


But should a comet divide into divers parts on the plane of the earth's 


orhit even then llm danger to our plnnet might not be serious. 
We had 


.'in instance of. this in j?iela's comet which divided in two distinct parts 
that pursued distinct but similar orbits. 


This twin comet was due back nt. tho sun at tho end of January, 1886, 


••md it should have been visible nt the earth at the place occupied by our 
planet on (he 30th of November; but in Spi(0 Of tho nlosest watching nothing 
was seen of it until the earth broke through it in tho form of a mass of 
meteors in November, 1872.

BOSTON. Feb. 12.—In a special mes- 


sage to the legislature yesterday on tho 
Southbridg-e savings bank defalcation, 
Gov. Draper says that under the exist- 
ing conditions a defalcation would be 
difficult if the trustees should have a 
proper audit of tho accounts of banks. 
The governor recommends u proper and 
compulsory auditing of savings and co- 
operative banks under the direction of 
the bank commissioner, that the ex- 
pense for the auditing bo borne by the 
banks and that a corps of expert ac- 
countants be employed by 
the 
bank 


commissioner for tills specific purpose, 
and asks the. legislature to pass the 
necessary law to improve the banking 
laws of the state. 


The message is as follows: 


To the Honorable Senate and House of 


Representatives: 
On the afternoon of the 9th inst. I 


received from Bank Commissioner (;ha- 
pin a copy of the report of tho examin- 
ation of the Soiitlibrldsi! savings bunk 
mnrlo by his office. 
This shows a not 


deficit in the funds of the savings bank 
of S-CM.442.S9. 
Tho defalcations have 


covered a period of something like 20 
years. 
During all this time tho bank 


ho.s been examined by the bank com- 
missioner's department and Its prede- 
cessors, nnd the defalcation 
was 
not 
discovered. 


The examination of savings banks in 


the commonwealth consists at tho pres- 
ent time of an accurate examination of 
the cash, securities, etc.. reported to be 
in the. possession of the bunk, and a 
comparison of the values of these se- 
curities with 
the valuations on the 


books, to see that they agree. 
This 


prevents false reports 
in regard 
to 


cash 
on hand, securities, 
values of 


mortgages, etc., and would disclose ;iny 
defalcation or misstatcment in regard 
to these horns: but the examination 
does not have anything to rto. gen, rally 
speaking, with the auditing 
of 
Hie 
books of the banks. 


This, under the present system of ex- 


amination, is the responsibility of th,' 
trustees of the bank, and they are re- 
quired to report to tho hnr.k'oomm'is- 
sioner's office that they have had this 
done. 
This makes two parties to the 


complete examination of the bank—the 
bank commissioner's department 
and 


tho boards of trustees of the various 
banks. 


j They make no attempt to audit its 
transactions since the preceding exam- 
ination. 
It is this 
important 
work 


which the law contemplates that au- 
diting committees shall do, and 
tho 


[suggestions 
on the following pages 


have been prepared for their 
assist- 
ance. 


"Those suggestions are not to be con - 


h-idered as in any way a requirement of 
this department. On the contrary, the 
responsibility of deciding what constl- 
' lutes n thorough audit of their institu- 
tion must be assumed by the trustees 
of each bank, and their auditing com- 
.mittpo should be instructed accordlng- 


i ly. The circular then gives much help- 
| fui information as to how the audit 
should be carried out. 


Some of the requirements of the law 


when an examiner visits a bank are as 
follows: 


"At such visits the person making 


the examination shall have free access 
to- the vaults. Investments, cash books 


i and papers, and shall thoroughly in- 
! spect and examine the affairs of'the 
'bank, tn ascertain 
its 
condition, its 


ability to fulfil 
its 
obligations 
and 


whether It has complied with the pro- 
visions of law. 


Auditina the Books 


Responsibility of Trustees 


This fact is well recognized, and was 


slated by the bank commissioner in a 
circular issued to the trustees of sav- 
ings bank under date of Oct. 24, 130S, 
when this statement was made: 


"When the examiners of this depart- 


ment visit a savings bank, they inquire 
whether the various provisions of tbe 
law have been complied with, and ver- 
ify the condition of the bank as shown 
by Its books on tho day of their visii

PALMA. Island of Majorca, Feb. 12.— 
Swept helplessly from her course in one 
of the -wildest storms that has visited 
the Mediterranean sea In 40 years, the 
stanch French transatlantic steamship 
company's steamer, General 
Chanzy, 
dashed at. full speed, at 9 Thursday 
night, on the treacherous reefs near the 
Island of Minorca. 


•All but one- of the--157 persons on 


board perished, the survivor, an Alge- 
rian customs official, Marcel Rodel, was 
rescued at daybreak by fishermen who 
found him clinging to a piece of. wreck- 
age.

. Last night ho laid in the hospital at 
Ciudaflela raving as a result of the tor- 
tures through which he passed and un- 
able to give an account of the disaster. 


Of the-ship's company there were 87 
passengers, of whom 30 were in the 
first 'cabin. The crew numbered 70. It 
is believed no Americans were aboard 
the liner. 


The passengers.-were.mostly French 


officers and officials returning to their 
posts in Algeria accompanied 'by their 
wives and children; a few soldiers, 
some Italians and Turks and one priest. 


.The only Anglo-Saxon names on the 
passenger list were-Green and Stakely 
They ware.members of an opera troupe 
.H. ™, ,h had b^-en engaged to sing 
at the Casino in Algiers 


Among the victims was the celebrat- 


ed Parisian music hall singer, Francis 
Dufor, as well as other prominent mu- 
sical favorites.

ALLEGED DANGER FROM HALLEY'S COMET. 


Some anxiety tins been'caused by the declaration of n professor of 


chemistry in the University of California, to the effect that the Immnn race 
may be suffocated by cyanogen gas from the tail of Halley's coruct. 


The worst that astronomers luivc done in the past is to speculate upon 


the danger of the comet giving the earth a sort of side swipe with its tail 
and thus sending terrestrial shivers to the centre of our pln.net; but in the 
present case they do not secni to anticipate nny such danger. 


This western chemist, however, comes iu to create a 
sensation 
by 


alleging that the.comet's tail is made up largely of cyanogen gas which in 


conjunction with the hydrogen of our atmosphere would form one'of the 
most poisonous gases known and one that would quickly destroy all animal 
lite. But Hnlley's comet paid us a visit before nnd there was no collision 


with the earth and no sign of any deadly gns mingling with our atmosphere 


Nor is it likely that 
or likely to terminate the existence of the human race, 


any different result will follow this visit. 
It might 
be 
well 
if 
theso 


astronomical alarmists would come to the conclusion that these heavenly 
bodies move in their'fixed orbits, whizzing through space at. unimaginable 
speed, approaching, receding and yet not colliding so that even theso false 
prophets will be disappointed if they expect to see 


''Two planets rushing from aspect, malign 
Of.fiercest opposition in mid-sky, 
Their jarring spheres confound." 


The comet which recently appeared in the western sky near sunset and 


known as "comet. A ]930" WHS said to have a forked tail in 
which 
the 


astronomers saw some indication of the breaking up of the comet. 


But, should a comet divide into divers parts on the plane of the earth's 


orbit even then Ilic danger to our planet might not be serious. 
We- had 


an instance of this in Biela's comet which divided in two distinct purls 
thai pursued distinct hut similar orbits. 


This twin comet was one back at the sun at the end of January, 18fiO, 


and it should have been visible at the earth at the place occupied by our 


plnnet on the :)0(h of November; but in spite of the closest watching nothing 
was seen nf it. until the earth broke through it in the form of a mass of 


mcfoors in November, 1872. 
There was then no cvidcnon of cyanogen or 


any other kind nf gas, nor is such- n possibility to be dreaded in the least 


i-inre millions of comets are rushing through space nt amnaing qpecd, and 


we have never yet had a bump or a swich or a dose of cyanogen gus from 


nny of them. While we ordinary folks are contcmplnting what n great deal

BE CAREFUL OF THE PIANO. 


TN many housholds the piano re- 


celves less consideration and care 


than any other piece of furniture. As 
a matter of fact. this, instrument 
should be given the most careful treat- 
ment. Any one who has ever studied 
the construction of a pianoforte knows 
how delicate Is Its mechanism. It Is 
no wonder that It requires a trreat 
deal of attention and suffers severely 
from neglect , 


The impression la almost universal 


that if a piano is tuned onco or twice 
a year duty toward the Instrument la 
performed. Expert musicians say that 
it should be tuned at least twico that 
number of times during the year to 
prevent loss of pitch and that It should 
bo kept at concert pitch all the time. 
To raise or lower this pitch spoils it 
Irremediably. 


Another point Insisted upon Is the 


Importance of placing the piano well. 
It fihoujd not be put top near a wall, 
as this absorbs the tone^ It should he 
put near tho inner wall rather than the 
outer wall to prevent dampness or cold 
from affecting It Dampness rusts the 
wires, rots the felt splits the hammers 
and makes the keys stick. A changing 
temperature, too, Is dangerous to the 
well being of the piano, and too great 
heat such as is caused by tho prox- 
imity of a radiator or fireplace has Its 
bad effects. Heavy carpets muffle the 
sound. 
That Is why muslo rooms 


have hardwood floors. Good substi- 
tutes for tho wood floor are the little 
glass Insulators that fit on tho loirs o£ 
the Instrument 


A piano should^ bo kept freo from 


bric-a-brac, because ornaments of any 
kind tend to make tho tone metallic. 
So often when a note Is tinny at 
tremulous It is because It Is in sym- 
pathetic vibration with some object on 
or near tho piano. 


Wlion the pedals squeak they should 


bo greased (not oiled), or a little tal- 
cum powder may be puffed Into the 
hinges. Rroken hammers, says an au- 
thority, if not badly damaged ran be 
repaired with hot gluo nnd bound with 
cord. Broken ivories can be mended 
with a little household cement. Yel- 
low Ivories can be cleaned with alco- 
hol. 
The piano 'should bo kept open 


to preserve the whiteness of the ivory 
kes'board.
